According to WILLIAM NELSON, the descendants of WILLIAM and HANNAH TAYLOR were 
Loyalists in the War for Independence. Although they were Tories they regarded themselves 
only as being loyal to the legitimate government.' However this must be viewed cautiously as 
NELSON makes the same assertion about the LAWRENCE family in which only two have been 
identified in the Royalist army while 13 have been found fighting on the patriot side. A 2010 
work by MICHAEL ADELBERG also addresses the issue.” 


There are three proprietary land transactions naming WILLIAM TAYLOR; two as grantor: neither 
one seems to be the subject as one is too early while the other is too late; and one as grantee 
which is too early. 


An Administrator’s Bond was signed by GORG TALAR, THOMAS STILLWELL, and WILLIAM 
TAYLOR; son, son-in-law, son respectively, on 29 December 1710 for the estate of EDWARD 
TAYLOR, deceased. In 1734 he was appointed executor of the estate of his brother EDWARD 
TAYLOR, along with their brother JOSEPH TAYLOR, EDWARD’S widow CATHERINE TAYLOR .and 
THOMAS MorPHET in EDWARD’S Will dated 22 February 1734; it was proved 12 June 1734.°
